But why the Eaft is more unpleaiant than cha Well- 
wind, We An{wer, That there’s fome certain’ place 
where there are Mines, Marfhes, dc. which fend toith 
noxious Exhalations, which being agitated and drivan, 
may come to all other places, But it may poflibly be 
Objeéted, that if there be any fuch place upon~ftke 
Globe of the Earth, it can’t be Eaftward to all other 
places, fince every place having its different Meridian, 
it feems alfo, that the Eaftern part of the Globe to 
one place may be Northern to another. To this We 
An{wer briefly, That the word Zephir, or Welt-wind, has 
fuch an Import, as argues that the Grecians had the fame 
Notion of it that we have, as allo the Latins or Ro- 
mans had the fame, which thows that the fame Eait- 
wind is Eaftward co all places that lye under the Egue- 
tor ; and if you allow Latitude to the Wind, then allo 
to all places that lye under Circles parallel to the E- 
quator: As alfo a North or South Wind is North or 
South toall places, whether parallel or noc to the firit 
Meridian, which will be more evident, if you confides 
he Globe a little.

Water B A doth at A, therefore the Water mutt fall 
oit at the Orifice D; tor though the Orifce D be

is expeli’d an Ounce of Blood, which We may well 
fuppole, feeing the Ventricles are Capacious enough to 
contain twice as much, aod that it is probable ( both 
chat they are fill’d near fnll in the Diatto!le, and that 
they are near if not quite emptied by the ftreng Con- 
{triétion of the Heart in the Syltole ) feeing the whole 
Mafs ufually exceeds not 24 Pounds, ic will be Circu- 
jated fix or feven times over through the Heart in the 
fpace of an Hour, and fo much the oftener by how 
much the Blood comes fhort of the funpoted quantity, 
or the Pulfe either Naturally or by a Feaver or Violent 
Motion is rendered more frequent.

Anfw. This Objection would be formidable, were 
ie not chat theré are fevera! {mall Ramifications paffing 
from the larger Trunks of the Arteries to the Extream 
Paits, by which Well folve this Problem ; for let ws 
imagine an Arm or Leg Cut off, there will be no need 
to fay that either it muft itagnate or return the fame 
wav, fince it may eafily proceed to the Extream Parts 
by the means of the aforelaid Rampifications, which 
Blood being got into the Extream Parts, is reforb'd by 
she Capillary Veins, @?. and fo the Circulation con- 
tinued. But to this you may Object, that it may 
fo happen chat between the Section of the larger Trunk 
of the Artery and the fmaller Ramifications there may 
be fome fmall ipace ‘to which the former Solution will 
notdo. We Anwer, in that Cafe though tuch a {mall 
pari fhould flagnate, yet ic would not be very prejudi- 
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cial to the Body, ic being impoffible to corrupr it, be - 
ing asconftantly impregnated by Spirits trom the Heart 
asthe reft of the Blood is, it being the Nature of fluid 
Bodies that are homogentous to mix one with the other : 
and it may in fuch a Cafe fomewhat fwell thet tmafe 
part, and fo caufe that Pain which is frequently tel} 
in thofe Parts.
